1. Claims 1-4, 6-18, 20-32, 34-44, and 46-51 are allowed. 
Applicant has cancelled claims 5, 19, 33, and 45. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but 
before the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or 
the commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14 and 
prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14.

The Board's decision (12 / 12/2008) was affirmed in part where claims 5, 6, 19, 
20, 33, and 34 were reversed. Hence, applicant amended the claims to incorporate 
these limitations into the independent claims. A further search and consideration was 
performed whereby there are no findings to teach or suggest the amended limitations 
of claims 1-4, 6-18, 20-32, 34-44, and 46-51.
